Mr Chairman and Gentlemen 

it seems to me that something is 
missing today at this Annual gather: 
{ng and | know that many of you pre- 
sent will feel the same. I refer to the 
absence of our good friend the late 
Chairman, Reeve Chamberlain of the 
Municipal District of Bow Valley, who 
has presided at all of the meetings I 
have attended at Strathmore — of this 
nature. It does bring to my mind that 
men who are serving the public are 
labouring under a very severe strain, 
as he must have done and have been 
so labouring during the past three or 
fours. I am sure the calls upon you, 
as with Departmental Officials have 
increased enormously during — this 
time of depression, and many sacrif- 
ices have had to be made, almost to 
the extent of neglect of our own per- 
sonal iffairs, for those of the public. 
1 also feel at times that possibly 
there is not a realization in the public 
mind of these sacrifices, and that un 
justifiable criticism is made of men 
of public affairs, possibly due to mis- 
understandings, misinformation or pos 
sibly it may be due to the conditions 
through which we are passing. 

1 fully appreciate that the taxpayer 
today has his worries also. With de- 
pleted prices of farm products, and in 
sulve Cases increased burdens of tax- 
ation, the ratepayer might be excused 
for making criticism, as I think we 
must all admit that the conditions un- 
der which we are living are such as 
‘o disturb even a very peaceful mind, 
aud we are apt to say and do things 
under these conditions that we would 
never say, or think of under normal 
conditions. 

fiowever, all we can do is to contin- 
ue to give loyal service and to endea- 
your to deal with our problems in a 
manner calculated to give the best re- 


sults to all the citizens of the  Prov- 
ince. | would be very sorry indeed if 
men holding public positions should 


reach the stage where they themsel- 
ves would give up hope for the future. 
It may not occur to you gentlemen, 
but [| have had one or two instances 
where Councils have almost given up 
n despair because of the difficulty in 
financing both Municipal and School 
requirements, and threatened to re 
sign. That to my mind would be a dis- 
aster, and might have a very serious 
effect upon administrations in general 


My message therefore, is that not-: 


withstanding our sacrifices, and not- 
withstanding criticism, all we can do 
is to continue to labour as honestly 
and faithfully as we can, believing as 
1 do that our efforts will prove bene- 


ficial, and that we will emerge — suc- 
cessfully and be the better prepared 
to consider future problems as a re- 


sult of our experience in dealing with 
present day problems. 

We have just completed the Munici- 
pal Statistics which form part of the 
Annual Report of the Department of 
Municipal Affairs, and it is indeed 
gratifying to me as it will be to you 
Gentlemen, to find that even in these 
trying times the Municipalities of this 
Province are to be congratulated up- 
on the splendid position generally 
speaking in which the Municipalities 
find themselves at the present time. 
The Report will disclose that the rur- 
al munfefpalities as a whole reduced 
their indebtedness to the Banks from 
some $800,000 to approximately 
$500,000 during the period December 
31, 1981 to December 31, 1932. 

Another very significant disclosure 
in the report is that rural Municipalit- 
ies reduced the expenditures for pub- 
lic works from two and a half million 
dollars in 1981 to a million and a half 
dollars in 1932, although the levy in 
1932 was actually less than the levy in 


the year 1931, while the total admin 


istration costs were very little in ex. | the approaching

Incidentally, it might be of some 
interest to you gentlemen of rural ad- 
ministration to know that the deben 
ture liability of the towns of Alberta 
eas reduced during the year 19382, 
notwithstanding that borrowings 
were made in that year, and the de 
benture liability of the villages was 
also considerably redudced, so all in 
all we have a condition of — affairs in 
our urban and rural municipalities 
that will stand favourable comparison 
with the municipalities of any Prov- 
ince in the Dominion of Canada, You 
will of course appreciate that | have 
not included the cities, where due to 
these abnormal conditions expendi- 
tures have had to be considerably in 
creased, as for example, the tempor- 
ary loans of the cities of Alberta were 
Increased fiom approzimately four 
million dollars to approximately five 
and a half millions as at December 31 
1932, although it is a fact that the de 
benture liability was reduced about 4 
million and a half. Doubtless the in 
crease in the temporary borrow ings 
was due to the heavy expenditures foi 
teh care of the unemployed. 

1 do not want to weary you with fig 
ures, but I did feel that this afforded 
an Opportunity in these times of pes 
sim.sm to at least sound a word of 
optimism, and if we can carry on as 
we have done under adverse condi. 
tions then I say there — is 
hope for successful operation 
affairs in the future. 

I do not think there is much to be 
said about our legislation at the last 
Session of the House. We did make 
provision whereby Municipalities 
could accept by way of gift from the 
Crown, Soldier Settlement lands upon 
which the Board had decided to dis 
continue the payment of taxes, and 
as well as gifts of land from any per- 
fon which lands at the time of trans- 
fer were free from encwubrances with 
the ubsolute right of the Council of 
the Municipal District to dispose — of 
such lands, in such manner and at 
such times as the Council by — resolu 
tion may decide, You will recall as the 
Act previously stood lands acquired 
for specific purposes could not be dis- 
posed of without a favourable vote of 
the ratepayers.
